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U.S. Transpolar 
H-Flights ‘Threat 
To Peace:’ Soviet 


MOSCOW (AP)—Russian Foreign Minister Andrej 


Gromyko Thursday denounced transpolar flights of| 


American warplanes carrying atomic and hydrogen 
bombs as “unheard of in times of peace” and announc- 


ed the Soviet Government wae 
delivering a “resolute protest” 
on the subject to the U.N, Se- 
curity Council. 


Gromyko told a special news 
conference the Kremlin de 
mands immediate cessation of 
such flights which he said car- 
ry the danger of worldwide 
atomic war. 


Gromyko expressed the “pro- 
found indignation” of the Soviet 
Government ihat such “provoca- 
tive flights” were being launch- 
ed at a time when the big four 
powers were finally enterinz 
diplomatic talks aimed at con- 
vening a surnmit conference. 


He said he had not brought 
up the Kremlin protest at meet- 
ings of the three Western am- 
bassadors summoned to the for- 
eign minister in the past 24 
hours to discuss a summit con- 
ference. 


(The army newspaper Red 
Star claimed Sunday a flight of 
geese triggered air raid alarms 
that sent U.S. planes armed with 
hydrogen bombs flying toward 
Russia, 

(Asserting the Pentagon had 
mistaken the geese tor Soviet 
inissies, Red Star added: 

(“There is an old saying that 
geese once saved Rome, This 
time American geese could ruin 
the United States. But the main 
fault lies not in the fivying geese 
but the geese who wear uwuni- 
forms and kindle military hys- 
teria, giving dangerous orders.”) 

Gromyko charged the United 
States, by picking such delicate 
moments in international nego- 
tiations for launching flights of 
nuclear bomb carrying bombers, 
was seeking to obstruct the con- 
vening of a summit conference. 

4gromyko indicated the Krem- 
lin was standing pat on its posi- 
tion that talks on diplomatic 
level be limited to setting the 
time and place and composition 
of a summit conference, in op- 
position to the Western desire 
to discuss East-West problems 
in substance. 

He said the Soviet Govern- 
ment felt talks on a diplomatic 
jevel could drag on for months 
or “even years” and the Soviet 
Government is interested in a 
summit meeting as early as pos- 
sible. 

He said the Soviet Govern- 
ment could not accept the posi- 
tion of the Western powers as 
presented in the note delivered 
to the Kremlin Wednesday. 

“That is why we are meeting 
—to narrow our differences,” 
the Foreign Minister said. 

Gromyko warned that one 
slip by any American techni- 
clan manning the radar screens 
of the American early warning 
system could precipitate a glo- 
bal atomic war. 

The U.S. air force command, 
Gromyko said, has confirmed 
that American bombers carry- 
ing atomic and hydrogen bombs 
are repeatedly sent flying across 
the North Pole toward the So- 
viet Union, 

This happens, he said, every 
time something appears on these 
radar screens, So far, he said, 
the American operators have 
mistaken electronic disturb- 
ances or meteorite showers for 
guided miesiles or ballistic 
rockets. 

In every instance so far, the 
bombers were turned back half 
way as soon as the error was 
discovered, he said, 

“But what would happen if 
these generals whose nerves, as 
the facts show, often give way 
were not able to distinguish in 
time a flying meteorite from a 
guided missile and the Amer- 
jean bombers continued their 
flights’ and approached the bor- 
ders of the Soviet Union?” 

Replying to reporters ques- 
tions, Gromyko said the Soviet 
Government has already  in- 
structed its permanent represen- 
tative at the United Nations to 
deliver the Kremlin's protest to 
the Security Council “without 
delay.” 

On the Soviet position in the 
diplomatic preliminaries to a 
summit conference which got 
underway in Moscow Thursday 
night, Gromyko said: 

“We are seeking ways to re- 
duce the length of these (dip- 
jlomatic) discussions and to re- 
moved obstacles to the conven- 
ing of a conference. 

“An understanding was reach- 
ed to exchange opinions through 
diplomatic channels prior to a 
summit conference but such an 
exchange can be prolonged for 
months or even years, 

“In our opinion this would 
not be In the best interest of 
all concerned and these inter 
ests Would best be served by re- 
moving obstacles on the diplo- 
matic level in the shortest pos- 
sible time.” 

Gromyko gave no indication 
per progress of the diplomatic 
talke, 
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U.S. Held Willing 
To Air Allegation 


UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. 
(Kyodo-UP) Delegation 
sources said Friday the 
United States probably 
would welcome a United 
Nations Security Council 
debate on Russia's hydro- 
gen-bomb charges. 

This would be in Iine 
with American policy of 
never opposing U.N. discus- 
sion of any charge brought 
against the United States. 
An example was when the 
Council near the end of the 
Korean War gave a full air- 
ing to Soviet propaganda 
charges U.S. troops were en- 
gaging in bacteriological 
warfare. 

The announcement by 
Soviet Foreign Minister 
Andrei Gromyko in Moscow 
caught the U.N. by surprise. 
Most diplomats had believed 
the cold war tactics were 
suspended in preparation for 
the projected summit talks. 


Talks Not 
Under Way, 
3 Envoys Say 


MOSCOW ({(AP)—US. Am- 
bassador Liewellyn Thompson 
said Friday night three Wes- 
tern ambassadors’ discussions 
with Foreign Minister Andrei 
Gromyko Thursday night and 
Friday did not mark the start 
in Kast-West diplomatic nego- 
tiations for summit conference. 

He told reporters these dis- 
cussions “do not constitute the 
starting of negotiations as en- 
Visaged in our note.” 


Thompson declined to give 
any further details but it was 
generally understood that his 
35-minute conference with Gro- 
myko Thursday was more in 
the form of “talks about dip- 
lomatic talks” rather than dip- 
lomatic talks as such. 


The same apparently applies 
to the conversations the British 
and French ambassadors had 
with Gromyko earlier Friday. 

The Western position toward 
the Soviet Union on the sub- 


ject of summit talks is ap- 
parentiy solid. 
It was understood that 


Thompson has been in touch 
from the beginning with the 
two other Western ambassadors 
in Moscow, Sir Patrick Reilly of 


Great Britain and Maurice 
Dejean of France. 
The talks, said Dejean, are 


“preliminary in nature.” 

“I cannot say negotiations 
have actually started,” Dejean 
said as he left a 25-minute meet- 
ing with Gromyko. 

The Soviet Union proposed 
that talks on the ambassadorial 
level be confined to setting the 
time and place for a foreign 
ministers’ meeting before a surn- 
mit conference.

Antinuclear Motion 
Is Passed by House 


The House of Representatives 
at yesterday's plenary session 
unanimously adopted an anti- 
nuclear weapons resolution sub- 
mitted jointly by the two main 
parties. 


Stressing that any scientific 
achievement should be used ex- 
clusively for peaceful purposes, 
the resolution reaffirmed Japan's 
policy of not possessing any nu- 
clear weapons. 

The resolution urged nuclear 
weapon-possessing nations to 
agree to an unconditional and 
speedy halt to nuclear tests. It 
also called for conclusion of an 
agreement to stop the produc- 
tion, stockpiling and use of nu- 
clear weapons. 

The resolution also called on 
the Government to request other 


presenting the resolution,

Britain Backs American 
Six-Mile Sea Limit Plan 


GENEVA (AP)—Britain threw its support Friday behind an 
American proposal for extending the limit of territorial waters 
from three nautical miles to six. 

The announcement by Sir Reginald Manringham-Buller, Brit- 
ain’s attorney-general, put an end to a sharp two-week-old diver- 


gence between Britain and the 
United States at the World Con- 
ference on the Law of the Sea. 

A new delineation of terri- 
torial waters is the major sub- 
ject before the 86nation confer- 
ence. 


The difference between the 
British and American positions 
was mainly over an earlier 
American suggestion that 
coastal states should have a 
three-mile territorial water 
limit, but with exclusive fishing 
rights up to 12 miles offshore. 


Manningham-Buller said this 
would have disastrous conse- 
quences for the British fishing 
industry and was totally unac- 
ceptable to the British Govern- 
ment, 


U.S. delegate Arthur H. Dean 
Tuesday announced a fundamen- 
tal change in the American posi- 
tion: he suggested six miles of 
territorial waters, plus exclu- 
sive fishing rights up to 12 
miles, but would allow foreign 
fishermen who have “regularly” 
operated in the zone between 
six and 12 miles permanently

Garcia Says He May Sue Time; 
Reconsiders Trip to America 


MANILA (Kyodo-UP) 
President Carlos P, Garcia said 
Friday he would postpone a 
final decision on whether to g0 
ahead with a proposed state 
visit to the United States until 
he has weighed public opinion 
both here and in America to 
a Time magazine article which 
criticized his Administration. 

President Garcia, in a one- 
hour press conference which 
was dominated by questions 
concerning the American maga- 
zine article, said “it had its ef- 
fect, specially coming as it did 
before my visit to the United 
States.” 

The Philippine Chief Execu- 
tive said he would make a de- 
cision shortly on whether or 
not to: sue the magazine for 
libel. 

He said he remained “unruf- 
fied” and with a clear con- 
science he would try to find 
out who inspired the article. 

Parlier Friday, a _ Filipino 
congressman burned a copy of 
Time as the wave of indigna- 
tion in official circles continued 
to mount against the magazine. 

‘Congressman Delfin Albano, 


of the ruling Nacionalista Party, 
set on fire a copy of Time on 
the floor of the House of Rep 
resentatives in the course of a 
privilege speech condemning the 
American publication. 

Speaking in Spanish, Aftbano 
lambasted Time for its “scurril- 
ous attacks” on Garcia and his 
family. 

At the same time, Senate lead- 
ers filed a resolution condemn- 
ing the magazine. 

Copies of the magazine, con- 
taining the article describing 
Garela as an “undistinguished 
politician” and practically heap 
ing the blame of the present 
economic problems in the coun- 
try on him, hit Manila news 
stands Friday. 

Nacionalista Party lawmakers 
also blamed the Opposition 
Liberal Party as the source of 
the article, with Congressman 
Lamberto Macias specifically 
accusing Vice President Dios- 
dado Macapagal, a Liberal Party 
member, as the source of the 
story,

NAHA ({(AP)—A sunken ship 
loaded with World War II am- 
munition suddenly exploded 
Thursday night, killing an es 
timated 40 Okinawans explor- 
ing it for scrap. 

Police said their estimate of 
the toll is based on a check of 
persons missing from nearby 
villages. No bodies have been 
recovered, 

A number of Okinawan fish- 
ing boats, often used as a front 
to conduct iegal but profitable 
scrap operations, were known 
to have been in the area when 
the explosion went off with a 
roar heard for many miles 
around. 

Some said it was “near atom- 
ic” In size. 

The ship is believed to be the

Astronomers Ready for Eclipse 


Medical authorities yester- 
day warned anyone viewing 
the eclipse of the sun today 
to do so through smoked glass- 
es. Do not look at the eclipse 
through binoculars or tele- 
stopes, they warned. Blind- 
ness can resalt, Observers 
are advised to look at the 
sun through a piece of glass 
thoroughly smoked or paint- 
ed with india ink, or through 
an overexposed film sega- 
tive. 


Astronomers, both  profes- 
sional and amateur, are ready 
for the annular “gold ring” 
eclipse of the sun, the Jast one 
to be observed in Japan during 
this century. 

It is also the longest-duration 
annular eclipse of the sun to be 
seen here during the last hall 
century. 

Prespects for unhindered ob 
servation of the eclipse were 
given as favorable by the Me- 
teorological Agency. Fair 
weather wag predicted for al- 
most all of Japan, except in the 
north of Hokkaido and the 
Amami Oshima Islands. 


The eclipse can be observed 
here in its entirety only In the 
Tokara Islands group and in 
the southern part of the Izu 
archipelago.

Pill to Expel Poison 
From Fallout Seen 


SAN FRANCISCO’ i{INS)— 
Government scientists Said they 
are developing drugs which, 
if perfected, could cause the 
body to expel one of the 
most poisonous of radioactive 
materials from nuclear fallout. 

Members of the American 
Chemical Society, holding their 
133rd national meeting in San 
Francisco, were told that 
scientists eventually may be 
able to produce qa drug in pill 
form which could be taken by 
persons im areas where the 
deadly H-bomb fallout of 
strontium 90 reached dangerous 
proportions. 

Researchers of the Argonne 
National Laboratory, in their 
paper on treatment of radic- 
strontium poisoning, noted: 

The accumulation of danger- 
ous radioactive fission products 
such as fradiostrontium in 
human populations “has been 
rising and will continue to rise 
in the foreseeable future.” 

Efforts, including politica: 
ones, to stop this have been 
largely unsuccessful. 

Removal of strontium 0, 
which can cause bone cancer, 
from the body may be possible 

Because strontium 80 = 580 
Closely resembles calcium that 
it is ewept into the stream of 
calcium incorporated into 
human and animal bone, sub- 
Stances with elimination pro- 
perties are sought.

(Chick) }],’ava says he will start 
home Sunday to seek work in 
Japan, ending nearly five years 
of living abroad. 

“It is time for me to earn my 
bread and tutter...iam a 
Japanese and | have decided it 
is time for me to get reacquaint- 
ed with Japan and its culture,” 
said the 26-vearold Dartmouth 
College, N.H., graduate in ar in- 
terview. 

If he can stay in condition, he 
would like to race in the 1960 
Winter Olympics at Squaw Val- 
ley, Calif.. added Chick, three 
times U.S. collegiate§ sialom 
champion and second only to 
the Austrians in top internation- 
al races. 

“If. there is a good oppor- 
tunity for me in Japan, I would 
like to settle down there... I 
intend to be there for quite 
a while... tam going there to 
see the situation and then ! 
shall decide ... 1 have no inten- 
tion now of coming back,” he 
declared, 

The surprise announcement 
by Igaya, who returned only 
last weekend from Europe, puts 
an end to widespread predic- 
' tions In Japan that Chick would 
stay abroad after finishing col- 
lege. It would also mean the 
end of his close association with 
Cornelius Starr, the wealthy 
New Yorker who financed four 
years at Dartmouth and fre- 
quent ski trips to Europe for 
the Japanese lad. 

“I will never forget the 
generosity of Mr. Starr and 
other Americans,” Igaya decliar- 
ed. 

He said if he wishes he may 
remain in his present New 


York post as a trainee with 
Starr's firm, American Interna- 
tional Underwriters (AIU), but 
that “Mr. Starr saye if I can find 
a better opportunity in Japan | 
should take it. lam 4& Japanese 
and should work for a Japa- 
nese company, although I'l! al- 
wavs keep close contact with 
AIv.” 

Igaya said he has no prospect 
now of employment with any 
Japanese firm. He would like 
an office job requiring intel- 
ligence and giving him a chance 
to travel. 

The popular athiete, actually 
a successful unofficial ambas 
sador for Japan on his many 
trips, said he had thought of a 
diplomatic career but disliked 
the idea of starting out as a 
clerk. 

Asked about marriage, Igava, 
who frequently dates American 
girls, replied, “Put it this way, 
there are no prospects now,” 

He explained his popularity 
in Austria last winter, where 
police had to protect him from 
admiring crowds, saying, “I 
was the only one from the 
Orient and people naturally are 
friendiy to someone from afar.’ 

On the subject of leaving the 
United States, Chick said, 
“America is my second home 
and | am pro-American. 1 will 
always work actively to pro 
mote friendliness between the 
two countries,” 

He said he plans to leave New 
York City Sunday at noon vis

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Arms Piled Upon Arms 


The three-day seasion of the Defense Ministers of the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organization in Paris concluded 
Thursday with the issue of a brief communique that makes 


interesting reading 


it was obvious that the Ministers fully appreciated the 
concern of the allied military commands that the NATO 


defenses should not be allowed to fall behind 


Soviet 


progress in uptodate weapons, and they concluded the 
wording of their communique with the statement that they 
were confident that, after the discussions, which confirmed 
their unity and common purpose, the progressive modern- 
ization of NATO forces, on the basis of the agreed strategic 
plans, would enable the alliance to maintain Its defensive 
strength, while efforts continued to be made to reestablish 
international confidence through effective, controlled dis- 


armament, 


The communique does not say what the agreed strategic 
plans are, but so far as revelations have been made they 
are of pretty extensive nature. 

Thus it is reported that the United States, Britain 
and Canada are already rushing work on an electronic 
warning line far out in the Atlantic to prevent Soviet 
Russia's submarine fleet from splitting off North America 


from Europe in case of war. 
devices are being developed 


Radar and sonar screens and 


to scan the North Atlantic 


from North America to Europe and take in the waters 
around Iceland and Greenland. 

It also appears that Genera] Norstad has held preli- 
minary discussions on the establishment of missile launch. 
ing stations with Turkey, Italy and Holland as well as with 
the French, Britain, of course, has already signed an agree- 
ment with the United States, outside the NATO frame- 
work, for the establishment of four or more jointly con- 
trolled missile bases in her territory. 


These and other plans for the further defense of the 
democratic nations have naturally had their repercussions 


in Soviet circles. 


Moscow's latest statement declares that 


it cannot differentiate between tactical and strategic use of 
nmuclear weapons and that in case of war there would be 
“catastrophic consequences” for nations serving as bases for 


such arms. 


While it is possible to understand Soviet concern at 
being ringed round by formidable bases and defense pre- 
cautions taken on all sides, it still does not seem to have 
been brought home to Moscow that all this has been of 


its own making. 


It is its own large-scale interference with 


the affairs of other countries that has aroused the need 
for defense measures on the part of the democratic nations, 
and once undertaken it is clear that these defenses must 


be the most effective possible. 


President Eisenhower Thursday described an arms race 
as an “utterly wasteful” activity, but declared that “in the 


face of the Soviet attitude, we realize its necessity.” 


This 


is a sad statement, and no doubt the President realizes 
just how sorrowful it is. But it is true, and it seems that 
the growing tendency to turn the whole world into an 
armed camp can only be obviated by a reversal of Soviet 


Russian policy. 


We do not think that such reversal on the part of the 
Soviet leaders at this juncture would lead to any violence 


within Soviet Russia itself. 


It must now be apparent to 


the Russian people generally that the idea that they are 
predestined to cause world revolution and to secure Com- 
munist domination all round the globe is not likely to pay 


dividends. 


It is true that the Soviet leaders might lose 


face through adoption of a different attitude, but we hardly 
expect them to be massacred en bloc because they incline 
to substitute Russian national interests and cooperation 
with the rest of the world for the willo’-the-wisp of world 


communism, 


The objective of the Free World, as explained by Presi- 
dent Eisenhower, is primarily to prevent war, but if the 
tragedy of war does occur, its purpose is to win it. Mos- 
cow can scarcely quarrel with the principle involved here. 
It can hardly expect that the rest of the world should 
meekly surrender its rights and liberties to the Cemmunist 


System. 


Immediately Moscow takes real action to remove its 
threat to world peace, there is certain to be a movement to 
reduce armaments in the Free World. By “real action” 
we mean the disavowment of all plans for world revolution 
in the interests of international communism, the grant of 
the right to countries which have been forced into the 
Soviet Union to choose their own way of life as independent 
states, the withdrawal of Russian troops from satellite 
countries and the reduction of armaments of all kinds. 
But instead of these, what have we had up to now? Only 
loud threats from the Soviet leaders that they have arma- 
ments superior to those of the rest of the world and are 


ready to use them. 


To nations that desire to live free from the threat of 
the use of modern weapons, and especially atomic weapons, 
and have not the slightest wish to extend their territory 
or influence by force, the present situation is nothing less 
than a nightmare. They would do anything within their 
power to change it, but they are always thrown back on 
the conception that Moscow, whose policy has been its 
primary cause, must make the first major move to end 


it. 


At the moment, it seems, we have to submit to the 


piling of arms upon arms, like Pelion upon Ossa.

A Letter From the Japanese Delegation 


The Elixir of Life 


Quest for Happier Old Age Given Boost by Science 


Man's quest for the elixir of 
life, evidenced in historical 
records both of the Bast and 
the Weat, is not taken seriousiy 
any longer. But the very scien- 
tifie progress, which refutes the 
claims of alchemists to pos- 
sibility of prolonging life in- 
definitely, is opening up a new 
vista of hope for longevity, 
though not on such an exalted 
scale, right here in Japan, as 
well a8 jn other countries of the 
world. 

Postwar statistics show a 
definite downward mortality 
trend In almost all age brackets 
for both sexes in Japan, a fact 
that underscores progress ip 
science and medical care. 

Scientific knowledge about 
aging and the aged, which has 
contributed to longevity, makes 
itself all the more necessary 
because of the consequent in- 
crease in the number of the 
aged in civilized parts of the 
world. 

In view of its increasing im- 
portance, this field of science 
has become aq separate branch 
of learning in its own right un- 
der the name of “gerontology 
and geriatrics.” The word 
“gerontology,” meaning “science 
of aging.” became current, 
when it was first used in the 
US. in 1940. And geriatrics, 
narrower in meaning, denotes a 


special field in medicine ap- 
plicable to the health *and 
diseases of the aged. 

From 40 On 


Here the word “aged” might 
cause some misunderstanding, 
beeause in fact the aging 
process becomes definite from 
the age of 40 onward. What 
gerontology and geriatrics 
are driving at, it may be Said, 
is prevention of premature 
withering of talents and lower- 
ing of efficiency due to senility. 

The statistics of 1953 showed 
that the male mortality rate in 
the age bracket from 45 to 59 
was higher in the U.S. than in 
Japan. The male mortality 
rate was higher also In France 
in the 45-54 bracket. These 
figures pose a challenge to 
medical scientists. 

In Japan, physicians and 
medical scientiste must cope 
with hypertension, arterio- 
eclerosis, apoplexy, cancer,

Asahi Shimbun said there are 
a number of points Japan must

the country’s business down- 
turn through financial meas- 
ures instead of resorting to tax 
cuts which may result in Infla- 
tion, The paper took special 
note that views prevail in the 
U.S, that the recession may be- 
come more serious than that of 
the 1953-34 period. It warned 


the Japanese authorities against 
expecting much from the latest 
Federal Reserve Board action. 


Yomiuri Shimbun noted that 
it was agreed between Prime 
Minister Nobusuke Kishi and 
Opposition leader Mosaburo Su- 
zuki that the House of Repre- 
sentatives will be dissolved 
April 26. The paper welcomed 
the agreement between the two 
leaders as establishing a good 
political precedent in dissolving 
the House, It expressed hope 
that both the Government and 
Opposition parties try to make 
the gissolution significant. The 
paper, however, expressed re- 
gret that since last year, Diet 
members have been actively 
campaigning in anticipation of 
the dissolution. Because of this, 
their discussion of various bills 
at the Diet has become exceed- 
ingly low-toned, the paper said. 


Hokkaido Shimbun (Sapporo) 
commented on the virtual con- 
clusion of the Japan-Soviet fish- 
ery negotiations in Moscow. It 
said the proposal-.of Agriculture. 
Forestry Minister Munenori Aka- 
gi, chief Japanese delegate, that 
further restrictions on fishing 
in the Sea of Okhotsk should be 
decided on after a joint survey

of the resources of the sea is 
conducted was very reasonable. 
The paper called the attention 
of Russia to the fact that the re- 
duction in the number of Japa-

Kahokua Shimpo (Sendai) 
said it was an urgent need that 
the Government extends _finan- 
cial aid to the nation’s “healthy” 
email enterprises which have 
been suffering from the Govern- 
ment’s tight money policy.

heart diseases, cirrhosis of the 
liver, tuberculosis and diabetes. 
Untike the United States, where 
cancer of the skin and cancer 
of the lung are predominant, 
cancer of the stomach is 
prevalent in Japan. And bone 
fractures due to accidents pose 
a serious danger in old age 
everywhere. 

But the advance of medical 
science now enables surgeons 
to Operate on aged people, 
hitherto given up as lacking the 
vigor to withstand euch a 
drastic treatment. . 

Mortality Cut 


And the discovery of antibio- 
tics has cut down the mortali- 
ty from pneumonia, gastritis 
and enteritis. Another irmpor- 
tant progress has been made in 
the field of dietetics. The no- 
tion that protein food is not 
greatly needed in old age has 
been proved erroneous. Even 
the aged require proteins and 
Vitamins. An ideal food for the 
aged is cow’s milk, which be- 
comes nutritiously perfect with 
the ad ion of vitamin C. Eggs, 
being deficient in calcium, are 
not so good as milk.” 


All these scientific achieve- 
ments, however, are still a far 
ery from improving the plight 
of the aged in a substantial 
manner, In the first place, a 
statistical improvement that 
registers on the mass does not 
necessarily mean a boon to a 
particular individual. But the 
care of the aged involves not 


only medical problems but has 


economic, sociological and psy- 
chological aspects. One advan- 
tage of considering gerontology 
as a separate branch of learn- 
ing is, incidentally, that these 
latter aspects can command due 
attention im an over-all study 
of the problem of aging and the 
aged. 

It is obvious that a man can- 
not be happy if he feels lone- 
ly, deserted and unwanted in 
the society in which he lives. 

A businessman in Tokyo, 
who is still in the prime of life, 
said recently that he would live 
to become 100 years old. He 
was born on June 10, 1901 and 
said he expects his end on June 
10 in the year 2000 A.D. 


Life Planning 

Confronted with such a de 
finite statement, one may be 
quite surprised. But if con- 
sidered as a sort of planning 
for life, such an idea is not 
without merits, and cannot be 
brushed aside as mere non- 
sense, 


The same businessman said 
he has become healthier and 
more active after he conceived 
the idea, though he admitted 
that “Thy will be done not 
mine” could be better an atti- 
tude than his. He has author- 
ed a book on economics, re- 
cently. 


The fact is that here in Ja- 
pan we come across similar 
statements quite often. Such 
imposition of a mental limit on 
one’s own life does not neces- 
sarily reveal a self-assertive at- 
titude. On the contrary,. it 
might be an indication of de- 
fensive psychology that “my 
territory extends so far—you 
must recognize that.” 


To quote another prominent 
example, the late Marquis Shi- 
genobu Okuma, who was Prime 
Minister at the time of Em 
peror Taisho’s accession to the 
throne in 1904, said he would 
live to become 125, 


He thought many mammals 
live five times the duration of 
the period of growth. In the 
case of man, he thought this 
period lasts 25 years and the na- 
tural life span should be 125 
years. To attain longevity, he 


_ate broiled eels daily, He died, 


however, In 1922 at the age of 
8 


Such an example as that of 
Marquis Okuma shows rather 
pathetically the need to study 
the psychology of the aged, and 
above all, to treat them with a 
warm understanding. 

A nationwide poll conducted 
by the Government in 1953 
showed that 64 per cent of the 
aged (above 60) said they were 
happy or at least not. discon- 
tented, while 36 per cent felt 
unhappy. 


That may seem not too bad. 
But there is no assurance that 
the situation will improve, and 
not deteriorate in the future. 
Seventy-nine per cent of those 
polled including men and women 
between the age of 20 and 59 
said they thought man-and-wife 
relationship is more important 
than filial relationship. 


This answer, though it may be 
ethically just, indicates the 
crumbling of the traditional 
family system even in rural 
areas. But 82 per cent said they 
want to live with their children 
and grandchildren when they 
get old. 


Scope Still Small 


What has thus far been done 
in the line of social security is 
admittedly small. About 200 old 
age pension systems have been 
organized by local governments 
and about 70 by private enter- 
prises. In most cases, the sum 
of payment is paltry, and its 
effect is sometimes more &piri- 
tual than material. 


A total of 238,000 old men and 
women are receiving bare 
subsistance grants under the 
Livelihood Protection Law for 
the poor. There are 510 old 
people’s homes throughout 
Japan, which can accommodate 
only 31,000 as against the esti- 
mated total of 150,000 desiring 
to enter old people's homes. 


In view of the acute need to 
study the problem of old age 
in Japan, Dr. Sadamu Watanabe, 
formerly professor of medicine 
at Seijo University in Tokyo, or- 
ganized the Gerontological As- 
sociation of Japan in July 
1954, and held two gerontologi- 
eal congresses with a nation- 
wide participation. 


His idea met with approval 
not only in Japan but also from 
abroad, for example from Mil- 
ton 8S. Koblitz, a lawyer in Los 
Angeles, who is proposing cor- 
respondence among the blind 
old people. Dr. Watanabe said 
his work would have been im- 
possible without the warm en- 
couragement and support from 
Dr, Robert B. Hall, Japan rep- 
resentative of the Asia Foun- 
dation. 

Tremendous Problems 


Japan has thus become one 
of the countries rariking next 
to the United States, as far as 
ferontology is concerned. But 
there are many tremendous 
problems lying ahead, 


In 1955, the population of the 
aged above 60 was 7,233,000 or 
8 r cent of the total popu- 
lation. In 1990, the figure is 
expected to reach 16,504,000 or 
15 per cent. These figures are 
based on the computation by 
the Welfare Ministry's popula- 
tion research institute, 


Dr. Watanabe said we must 
be prepared to see a rapid 
aging of population begin in 10 
years. “But that is not alarm- 
ing.” he said, “the percent- 
age is above 20 per cent in some 
countries of the world under 
normal conditions. It all depends 
on what we are willing to do 
in anticipation of the aging of 
population. I want to turn 
old age into a golden period of 
life and | say this, of course, 
not as an alchemist but as a 
scientist.” 


A Plea for Japan 


More Liberal U.S. Trade Policy Needed

The fvllowing appeal for a 
more tiberal U.S. trade policy on 
Japanese exports was mede re- 
cently by John BR. Snedaker, assis- 
tant to the managing director of 
Time-Life International, in his 
address before the 4lst annual con- 
vention of the Export Manager's 
Club of New York, Mr. Snedaker 
wes formerly Pacific publishing 
director of Time-Life International 
and at one time president of the 
American Chamber of Commerce 
in Japan.—Editor. 


I believe that in all of Asia 
the primary target of com. 
munism—particularly Red Chi 
nese communism—is Japan. Ja 
pan is the only industrialized 
nation in Asia—the only one 
that could provide Red China 
with the industrial equipment 
and knowhow to get Mao Tse- 
tung’s program for industre 
alization rolling—the only one 
that could relieve the scarcity 
of consumer goods. 


Japan with 90 million in- 
dustrious, energetic peopie 
crammed into four small moun- 
tainous islands is completely 
dependent on her export sales 
to pay for the raw materials of 
which she has virtually none 
and the food required that can 
not be produced on the 16 per 
cent of arable land that exists. 
Japan must import about 8 per 
cent of her total requiremen's 
of food and raw materials, 
Obviously she must export 
pay for them. 


Where is her biggest marke* 
at present? The United States 
which takes about 20 per cent 
of her exports, and I must add 
significantly, the same Unites 
States that sells to Japan 39 per 
cent of all Japan’s imports— 
well over twice the dollar value 
that she sells to us—for Japan, 
year after year since 1952 has 
ranked either second or third 
among our country’s pest 
customers, changing places wita 
the United Kingdom while 
Canada consistently retained 
the No. 1 position. 


I could talk to you for hours 
on Japan's economy and her 
importance to the Free World, 
but I'll confine myself to one 
example. 


Backbone of Japan's industrt- 
alized economy is iron and steel. 
The raw materials are iron ore 
and concentrates, iron and steel 
scrap and coa’. Most of these 
raw materials come from our 
own United States. 


I know that big. figures, quot- 
ed verbally are apt to lose im- 
pact but let me give you just a 
few. For the raw materials 
just mentioned, Japan paid the 
U.S. in 1956 $223 million. This 
represented 14 per cent of her 
total purchases of iron ore, over 
70 per cent of her total importa- 
tion of scrap and 80 per cent 
of all the coal she bought 
abroad. 


This is but one example of our 
exports to Japan which in total 
are more than double what we 
buy from her, In 1957, for ex- 
ample, Japan bought almost 
$1,000 million more from the 
United States than she _ sold 
within our borders.

And all this business—about 
$2,550 million a year in two- 
way trade—is done across thou- 
sands of miles of ocean and land 
between people who are differ-

And tin Red China there are 
600 million of them—almost one 
quarter of all the 2,750 million 
people in the world today-~a 
most tempting market for Ja- 
pan’s exporters—a most tempt 
ing nearby source for Japans 
raw materials requirements. 

But Japan has lived up to her 
international commitments—she 
has traded with this mighty 
next door neighbor only in the 
nonstrategic materials permit- 
ted wnder the system of CHIN- 
COM controls. Why? Because up 
to now she is proudly a part 
of the Free World in which she 
hopes to survive by buying and 
selling. 

In fact, Japan is the Free 
World's anchor in Asia. 

But we in the Free World 
have sometimes failed to show 
appreciation of such a

our 
politically, economically and 
military important member of 
our group. 

After two years of seeking 
entry into the GATT, or the 
General Agreement on Tariffs 


and Trade, Japan was finally 
‘admitted in late 1953, I[mmedia- 
tely 15 member nations—led, 
oddly enough, by Great Britain 
which is as dependent on two 
way world trade as Japan her- 
self—invoked a clause in the 
agreement that denies Japan the 
full benefits of the GATT in her 
relations with them. Only one 
—Brazil—has changed its posi- 
tion In the 4% years since Japan 
gained entry. 

And what of the nation from 
which Japan buys 39 per cent 
of all her world purchases—the 
nation for which Japan jis con- 
sistently the No. 2 or No. 3 best 
customer on the face of the 
globe? 

I'm truly sorry to say that the 
record of the U.S. on the im- 
portation ;. Japanese goods has 
not been one to encourage Ja- 
pan to continue to ignore the 
blandishments of Red China and 
the Soviet. 

As soon as Japan builds up 4 
successful sales position in any 
line, our pressure groups start 
demanding higher tariffs, or 
quotas—or both. 

To prevent restrictive tariffs 
or limiting quotas Japan had 
adopted a system of “voluntary” 
export controls policed by both 
industry and Government. 

Up to the present, these “vol- 
untary” export controls have 
been applied to textiles (on 
which their exports to the U.S. 
never exceeded 2 per cent of 
US. production), plywood, stain- 
less steel flatware, certain types 
of woolen goods, canned tuna 
and sewing machine heads. 


Have I wandered from my 
subject of Communist vs. Free 
World competition for trade 
leadership? 

Not when millions of Chi- 
nese within a few miles of Ja- 
pan are shivering for lack of 
textiles to clothe them, when 
Japan is dependent on textile 
exports for much of her foreign 
exchange and when in the 
United States. and other na- 
tions of the Free World reject 
Japanese textiles and other pro- 
ducts of Japanese origin. 

Not when China—across a 
few miles of water—offers un- 
told resources such as coal and 
iron ore while Japan buys from 
America—thousands of miles 
away. 


If the Free World wants to 
continue to enjoy a trade vic- 
tory over communism in the 
case of Japan, we of the Free 
World had better liberalize our 
trading policies.

Asked what he thinks of his 
new job, he said: “I know that 
it’s quite a heavy burden on me, 
but I have accepted the post 
with an earnest desire to ele- 
vate the position of the Japan 
Council of Science which has 
steadily gained a name for itself 
in the past several yeers. For 
the present, I will concentrate 
my efforts on the three impor- 
tant problems of antarctic ob- 
servation, reforming the wuni- 
versity system and promoting 
scientific technology.”
